Summary of reasons for decision: 

The publication is a console game played on the Nintendo Wii U console. "Ninja Gaiden 3: 
Razor's Edge" is a re-release of "Ninja Gaiden 3", a game previously examined by the 










Classification Office (OFLC 1200023.000 - classified R18, with the descriptive note: "Contains 
violence"). 

Following negative criticism and fan backlash in response to certain elements of the original 
game, this version includes enhancements made by the Japan-based developers, Team Ninja, in 
order to improve the original version. These enhancements include the removal of cut scenes 
that present the player's character dispatching enemy soldiers as they beg for their lives. 
Additionally, this version allows the player to kill enemy opponents in a more bmtal fashion. The 
original classification is still appropriate, but the descriptive note has been changed to reflect the 
more bmtal elements of the violence.
